Now in a daily newspaper advertisement this same as- 
_ sociation is trying to cover-up its mistake of riots and 
bloodshed by saying it opened up the port “under peace- 
ful methods’’——misleading the public to belfeve that all 
this violence was caused by the workers when in reality 
the Industrial association brought on the riots and blood- 
shed themselves by their ‘‘want-to-rule-or-ruin” methods. 


Isn't it truce that the Industrial association has caused 
a riot? Isn’t it true that the Industrial association has 
caused bloodshed? Isn't it true that the Industrial asso- 
ciation has eee caused a civil war in San Fran- 
cisco? Why then shouldn't the workers be given pro- 
tection against such a body as this? Why doesn’t the 
authorities take a hand in this kind of treatment and 
bring to justice a group that is causing this criminal 
offense? 

Isn't the answer to all these questions ‘ ‘money ?” 
Money came first in the minds of those sponsoring the 
move to open up the port, and lives secondary. If this 
were not true then the port would not have opened until | 
the arbitration board had come to an understanding but 
the Industrial association, in their own advertisements, 
say that the closing of the waterfront has caused the loss 
of nearly a million dollars a day. Again this has proven 
that money came first and humanity second. 

The longshoremen are on strike for the closed shop, 
the God-given and lawful right guaranteed them under 
the NRA. Closed shop means collective bargaining, and 
collective bargaining is much to the contrary at the In 
dustrial association which is purely an “open shop” 
group. 

Money has been spent freely to defeat the purpose 
of the longshoremen—it has been spent like water—a 
thousand times more than the slight increase in wages 
asked by the workers, yet the Industrial association 
claims that they are in the picture for the sole purpose of | 
seeing to it that the citizens of San Francisco are pro- | 
tected. 

If the association is all they claim to be why then do 
they take the law into their own hands and oppose the 
closed shop, collective bargaining and the rights of the 
workers? Why do they create violence, bloodshed and 
riots if they are for the protection of citizens? 

It is about time for the public to take a hand in this 
situation and make an investigation of the association— 
ask themselves why it is that a group of self-appointed 
lawmakers can create violence, bloodshed and _ riots 
which are contrary to the laws of the nation. Ask them- 
selves who this group is and why it formed a few years ‘ 
back. Organized labor knows the methods and workings 
of this kind of people and can recite many instances 
during the 1921 strike used by the association to defeat 
the workers. Labor has not forgotten Black Jack Jerome, 
the strike-breaker, imported here to beat in the heads of 
the workers because the association said that the workers | 
were wrong and Jerome was right. 

Who gives this self-appointed group the right to 
dictate and make their own laws? The public should 
find out who this group is and for what purpose it is 
formed—then the public would know who is causing | 
the bloodshed, riots and violence and how the picture is 
painted in the underhanded way.

Bacon-Davis Prevailing Wage 


Law Clause 


Has Been Suspended 


Conflict With NRA Given As Reason For Executive Order; 
Pay Cuts May Result; Law Requires Contractors on 
Public Construction Work Pay Prevailing Wage. 


Washington, D. C. — During the 
course of the “kick-back” investiga- 
tion, conducted by the sub-commit- 


jtee of the U. S. senate committee on 


education and labor, it was brought 
out that the prevailing wage clause 
of the famous Bacon-Davis Act has 
been temporarily 
ecutive order. This startling an- 
nouncement was made by District 
Engineer Commissioner Gotwals, 
there having been no previous pub- 


lic announcement recorded. 
The Bacon-Davis prevailing wage 
law requires contractors on public}

Albany, N. Y.—‘Industrial’ deaths 
in New York State in May are re- 
ported as 63 below the average for 
this month during the past five 
years, and 21 less than April. The 
reported deaths in industry for May 
totaled an even 100. 


Deaths by industries in May were: 


Manufacturing, 28; construction, 9; 
transportation, 10; service indus-| 
tries, 11; trade. 21; public utilities, 
3; public employment, 10; mining, 
5; agriculture, 1. In two cases the 
industry was not reported.
